Advertisements proclaim 
its wonders, Then it appears on the 
dealers’ shelves 

Long before the product reached 
the dealer, a corps of experts had 
spent thousands of dollars on de 
Velopment work to make certain the 
product is everything it is claimed 
to be. According to a recent report 
the cost of developing a new pesti 
cide today ranges trom $165,000 to 
$355,000, One firm used up $1,350 
OOO in developing a single item 
Another poured $150,000 into re 
search without being able to market 
its product 

But research and development 
costs are only part of the story 
There is the question of safety, Will 
the insecticide injure humans, pets, 
farm animals? 

Even if the manufacturer is satis 

fied his product is safe if handled 
according to. specifications, Cana 
dian government agricultural and 
health authorities subject the ma 
terial to a series of strict tests and 
carefully check the safety preeau 
tions detailed on the manufactur 
fer's label, Only when complete 
clearance is obtained from the gov 
ernment can the product be recom 
mended for use, 

From the foregoing, it appears 
obvious that the new pesticides be 
ing offered to Canadian growers to- 
day are products of long and careful 
research so that they may be of 
| maximum benefit to mankind.

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RINGHEIM GRANTED $6,117 
CLAIM AGAINST INSURANCE 


A claim against the Superinten- 
dent of Insurance for the Province 
of Alberta resulted in damages 
amounting to $6,117.25 being awar- 
ded Henry Ringheim and his wife 
Mae, of Didsbury, Tuesday in Sup- 
reme court. 

In assessing damages Mr. Justice 
Boyd McBride allowed Mrs. Ring: 
heim the full amount of $5,000 
claimed for general damages, but 
reserved judgement for Ringheim’s 
claim for general damages, saying 
in his opinion the ‘serious injuries’ 
sustained were obviously exaggera- 
ted. He gave Ringheim judgement 
in the amount of $584 for special 
damages. 

The claim arose from an accident 
September 9, 1950, at 8:32 p.m. when 
the evidence showed that Mr. Ring: 
heim was driving his own car, with 
his wife as a passenger, on a gravel 
road northwest of Didsbury. 

While travelling at 25 miles an 
hour on a narrow portion of the 
road the plaintiff was approached 
by another vehicle, travelling at a 
rate of speed which forced Ring‘ 
heim into the ditch in order to 
avoid a head-on collision.

_first obtaining a permit from your 
| Weed Inspector, Municipal Field 
Supervisor, or the Field Crops 
Branch in Edmonton. These permits 
are free of charge. Remember that 
no screenings may be moved unless 
they are in tight containers to pre- 
vent any scattering of seeds in 
transit.

“In principle,” he added, “I do not | 
like to see funds taken from the 
pool belonging to all producers to | 
pay particular producers for carry- 
ing grain on their farms.” 

“Farm storage has been paid pre- 
viously only under wartime condi- 
tions when our surplus of grain 
jacked markets. We have markets 
now for all the grain we can move, 
Our whole emphasis should be on 
moving grain forward, rather than 
giving encouragement to storage.” 

He said he would be willing to 
recommend that the Canadian 
Wheat Board be comprised of rep- 
resentatives of the farmers’ own 
choosing if the farmers would “first 
release the Government from any

FEEDING FROZEN GRAIN 


The Lethbridge experimental Sta- 
tion states that frozen and sprout- 
ed grains are not poisonous when 
fed to livestock but may have cer. 
tain limitations as feed. Those who 
are not accustomed to feeding live. 
stock wheat are warned against in- 
troducing too much sprouted or fro. 
zen wheat into the ration at one 
Wheat is a very heavy feed, | 
and livestock must be accustomed 
to it gradually. It is mainly because 
feeders have introduced wheat into 
ration too quickly, with resulting | 
death losses, that the belief has | 
arisen that frozen and = sprouted | 
Wheats are poisonous. 

The station warns against feed. | 
ing moldy and heated grain or 
hay to livestock. If it is desired to 
feed hay or grain that is slightly 
moldy, it shall be fed so that the 
livestock can pick out the good and 
leave the badly molded parts. 

Stock which is eating moldy hay 
or feed that has been heated should | 
be watched closely. If they start to 


go off feed, the feeding of moldy 
hay or grain should be discontinu- 
ed,
